are at 9. 
As last year, it will be white tie and 
tails for the men and white kid gloves 
for the ladies. Guests had better remem­ 
ber, though, that Mamie, unlike her prede­ 
cessors, holds her right glove in her gloved 
left hand. A White House usher explained 
that while the first lady didn’t care wheth­ 
er her feminine guests shook hands with 
her with their gloves on or off, she herself, 
“ feels it’s just a little bit friendlier to 
shake hands with her right glove off.”

Since his political life may be at stake, McCarthy > 
can be expected to give the censure debate all he j 
has.
